This 
I\«M greeted with applause, as was 
also Hanna's acceptance of member- 
ship. 
The speaker said the Civic Feder- 


ation had and has to combat pre- 
judices which had giown up in the 
management of industrial affairs be- 
tween its employer and employe, that 
public men were doubting the practt- 
_cabiljty of the federation's efforts. But 
the press of the United States, without 
exception wishes us Godspeed and the 
time has brought good results and the 
future is most hopeful.

Battle-Scarred Emblem of 
Mexican 


War for Mississippi's Statehouse. 
The Department of Archives 
an<3 


History at Jackson, Miss., is much 
elated over the discovery of a most In- 
teresting relic of the Mexican wur in 
the shape oC the historic flag of the 
First Mississippi regiment, commanded 
by Col. JeKersun Davis. This battle- 
scarrect emblem of the vulor and hero- 
ism of Mississippi's brave sons in the 
Mexican war has been located in Tex- 
as, and the depiiitment will make 
every effort lo get It for the museum of 
historical relics to be established In the 
new tiipitol. 


The flag has meen guarded «s a sac- 


red thing for the past fifty-seven years 
in the family of George W. Campbell, 
the gallant ensign who bore it on the 
Woody fields where the regiment of 
Colonel Davis saw heroic service. Its 
story is fraught with with deepest his- 
toric interest to the people of Mlssiss* 
tppi, especially at this time, when they 
;ire con-summit ting the deal for Beau- 
voir us an everlasting memorial to 
Jefrerson Davis. 


This flag vtis the flag of the "Tom- 


bigbee Volunteers," a i/ompany which 
w»s uvguttizetl at Columbus by Alexan- 
der K. JlcClung in the summer of 1846, 
and its ranks were filled with the youth 
and chivalry of L,o\vndes and Monroe 
counties. 


On the day of the departure or this 


company from Columbus the Tombfg- 
b,?e Volunteers assembled fit the resi- 
dence of Major Thomas Blewitt for 
the purpose of 
receiving from the 


hands of the fair daughter of this old 
southern home ,1 btiiutiful silk flag, 
tht> handiwork of the iaclies of Colum- 
bus. The flag was received by Ensign 
Oeoige W. Campbell, who pledged that 
it should be honored 
and protected 


even unto the sacrifice of life If need 
be. it pledge- which was afterward faith- 
lully kept. 


After leaving Columbus the com- 


pany rendezvoused at Viekaburg. iind 
wus mustered into the service of the 
United Stutes us.a part of the famous 
First Mississippi regiment. 
On the 


orpuniKatlon of the regiment Alexander 
K. llet'lung was 
elected 
lieutenant 


colonel, and \V. P. Rodgers of Aber- 
deen, succeeded him ;is captain of the 
Tombi&bee Volunteers. The flag of this 
company become by common consent 
the Hag o£ the regiment. 
It was tti- 


umph;uit!y borne through the wui, and 
at the buttle of Monterey 
was twice 


shot from the hands of the brave color 
sergeant, George \V. Campbell. 


At Buena. Vista it proudly flunff its 


folds to the breeac and bid dotiance to 
the foe when the line of the First Mis- 
sissippi was ordered to move forward 
at the ravine \\here the fortunes of the 
day were saved to the American army 
by the br;t.ve stand it took. History re- 
c,ordK that the American army was out- 
numbered live to one at JJufna Vista, 
and wa« only waved from defeat by the 


fun duct of the First Mississippi, 
l Davis, with one of (tie United 


St.ties engfnens, selected the position 
and formed the regiment in the shape 
ijf thn inverted V, and -when the Mex- 
!<-:ut lantern struck 
the deadly angle 


thf'y malted away like mist.
